. -Xlnd..ot fascination, suchjii thejCuejILIIeorge Argus., 
the young aoldler-mountaln climber who broke his hip 
In a 1,000-foot fall on -Mount McKlnley. He and three 
companions had Just reached the summit of the 20,260- 
foot peak, highest in North America, by a new route. 

One of the four men, a MoRllnley park ranger, was 
killed In Uie fall. The other two brought Argu.i down 
to the 11,000-foot level but were compelled to leove 
him there In a tent while they went on down the 
mountain for aid. 

That was W days ago Sunday. For doys rescuers 
had boon working their way up the mountain In 
'very bad weather trying to reach the Injured man. 
Sunday, when they did reach him, much to almost 
everyone's surprise he was still alive and "better than 
expected."

There are those who doubt that 
the new kltcheru that work with 
electricity— the American way of 
life— are proper for France. Writ- 
ing on the household arts exposition, 
the .yenerabh Andre Siegfried sug- 
gests that this standardbsatlon may 
destroy the gradousness and charm 
of French living. But the house- 
wives gazing at this sample of the 
new world would, one suspects; read- 
ily exchange a llttlo charm— which 
In Many Paris apartments means 
carrying coal and wood up three or 
four flights of stairs- for some of 
these shiny gadgets that save the 
bade and the hands. 

The surface of life Is so much the 



and understanding statesmen com- 
mented sadly to this reports that 
France wis at this moment divided 
as deeply and as bitterly over the 
Issue of whether to pool Frances 
military strength in the European 
army as It was divided at the time 
of the Dreyfus ^ffah'. 

At the end of the list century 
all of Franco divided over the. guilt 
or innocence of Alfred Dreyfus, a 
French officer of Jewish orlghi ac- 
cused of betraying secrets to the 
Germans. He was proved innocent 
but not until after the hatred of 
anti-Semitism had spread Its poison 
through much of French life. 

Asked whether he thought the 
division today was as deep, Rene 
Mayer, one of France's many former 
premiers, repUed that he was afraid

the Dreyfus affair, he observed, peo- 
ple felt passionately one way or the 
other. 

So perhaps it is news that this 
carefully tended, somewhat frayed 
surface remains so -much the same. 
Beneath the surface Is the gnawing 
awareness of a war 10,000 miles away 
that Is Uking French lives. And 
there Is an awareness, too, of a 
Germany resurgent again and ready 
to arm, stirring the deepest of 
French fears. There are cracks in 
the surface but the French prefer 
not to see them. And at tlm'es even 
one in search of news must admit 
that this image of the pat, superb 
as It Is, forecloses all oonilderatlon 
of whaf lies beneath.

The first was thot Roy M. Cohn, chief aide to the 
McCarthy subcommittee, took the witness .stand and 
gave testjmony which was dlrtgliyjailtrndjctflry. on 
Kalf a dozen' major points to testimony which had 
been given by Arm ^ Becretar y Stevens and Arm y 
Counsel John Adams. Now we have Ihe situation in 
which leading figures In the controversy have disputed 
each other, under oath. Someone has committed per- 
jury. Wo liope the evidence is available by which 
tho department of Justice can find oul who perjured 
himself, and thnt It will do so niui will prosecuLe, 

We also hope Senator McCarthy will take the 
stand and will cast his fate Into the game along with 
Cohn, Stevens and Adams, by putting Into the record, 
under onth, his own version of the disputed matters.

Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia cer- 
tainly li on active .man. 

He haa ju«t gone to Greece to dis- 
cuss the proposed Yugoalav-Oreek- 
Turklsh military alliance. 

He Is trylnit to settle Yugoslavia's 
bitter dispute with Italy over the 
Trieste territory. Prospects tor a 
settlement .look good. 

He is bringing Yugoslavia closer 
and closer to complete cooperation 
with the "North Atlantic Treaty or- 
ganization if not actual membership 
In-lt, 

At the same time he Is patching 
up, to some extent, Yugoslavia's 
relations with the iron curtain coun- 
tries. 

Fhially. ihe has Just squashed 
without tlj^ le^st trouble a threat- 
ened revolt in his own communist 
porty. • 

Tito also is a remarkable man. 

Long an outlawed communist, he 
assumed the leadership of the 
Yugoslav partisan movement in 
W'orld war II. He fought both the 
Germans and the Italians. 

He threw young King Peter off 
the- throno-to-beooms-hls-oountry's- • 
first president. 

Finally, he is the only communist 
leader who ever told the Kremlin 
to go fly a kite and got away with 
It. 

The 3.667 - ton Yugoslav navj 
training ship In which 'Tito cruised 
to Greece — with an escort of four 
destroyers — dropped anchor at Pi- 



raeus, the port for Athens, this 
morning. 

During a six-day -visit Tito will be 
the guest of King Paul and Premier 
Field Marshal Alexander Fapagos. 

Tito signed a friendship treaty 
with Greece and Turkey last year, 
It -Afos -a development of great im- 
portance in the organization of west, 
em defenses against Soviet Russian 
aggression. 

Now the friendship treaty is to 
be turned into a firm defense al 
ilance. 

Italy objects to the defense al 
Ilance because of the Trieste dls 
pute. But there seenis to be good 
hope for an early settlement with 
the help of the United States and 
Great Britahi. 

Tito has come a long way since 
he was bom 62 years ago. the son of 
a blacksmith. He became a steel 
worker. Ae was severely wounded as 
a soldier hi the Austro-Huiigarlan 
army In World war I. Taken pris- 
oner, he fought on the side of the 
Bolsheviks In the Russian civil war. 
A communist, he returned to Yugo- 
slavia to become a union organizer. 

He Is a communist still, but now 
he i s fir mly on the side of th e West.

Stitch up Easily

Pinafores are a summer must for 
little ghls. 



— Wnen not weather comes, an ac- 
tive moppet can be roJigh on clothes, 
and mothers insist o n ga rments that 
dan take ■ a issning, "BfeeJS" through 
wash day and still look pretty. Wom- 
en who sew know that the pinafore 
Is the answer Wall categories, and 
start early to stitch up a summer 
supply, 

Any commercial pattern book of- 
fers several ptoafore patterns but 
local sewing center experts suggest 
a couple of tricks for easier sewing 
and longer wear. 

Select a pattern with a straight 
strap over the shoulder. Then, In- 
stead of having a single non-ad- 
justable strap, cut the piece about 
six Inches longer than the pattern 
calls for, and cut It In half. Finish 
the edges and tie the ends in a 
rabbit-ear knot on the shoulder. 

For the first summer, it gives a 
perky look and opens flat for quick 
Ironing. For the next year. It can 
be fastened by buttons or snaps on 
the ends. In this way the waistline 
as well as tlje over-all length is 
dropped to allow for growth. 

Wise mothers also save time and 
trouble by using the assembly line 
technique to make several pinafores 
ot oiice. Cut all by the same pattern 
at the same time, In different fabrics 
ot approxhnately the same weight, 
so you can do all machine stitching 
without changing thread or tensions.

mer reporta'he has found a group 
of runaway supergtent stars In a 
sp>ral arm of the mlDsy.way rela- 
tively close to the earth. 

These vast heavenly bodies, each 
many times larger -than the sun, 
are no hasfird to earthllngs but 
they appear to be running away 
from each other at high speed com- 
pared to similar stars in other arms 
of the galaxy, said Dr. Harold F. 
Weaver. I. . 

The gigantic supergl&nts are in- 
teresting. Dr. Weaver added, be- 
cause they , highlight .the shape of 
the spiral aitn. 'Iliey give off' a- 
bluish light. Other galactic arms 
also are highlighted by blue giants 
which are moving away from each 
other more slowly, the astronomer 
Mid.
